Claim 36 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention is drawn to a fuel cell system with a controller programmed to control the 
amount of excess reactant gas supplied to the fuel cell when a change in the input 
signals indicates an acceleration of the vehicle. The controller obtains data from two 
current-voltage characteristic representations of the fuel cell operation and determines 
the amount of excess reacting gas based on the intended output current when the fuel 
cell current corresponds to a first output current. The closest prior art of Kimura teaches 
a load following method that supplies reactant to the fuel cell based on an expected 
charge-discharge state of the battery; however, Kimura does not teach separate 
current-voltage characteristic representations that is the basis for determining the 
amount of excess reactant gas required to meet the current requirements for a increase 
in acceleration of a vehicle.
